When
the labors of this body are completed, let the
amendments agreed on be proposed 1o the Con-
federacy.  If adopted, the Union will still remain
intact, with r ble hope of {ul endurance.
If rejected, let Conventiona of the two seations
negotinte n division of the national lisbilities and as-
setts, and quietly dissolve the Union, without fur-
ther animosity or strife.

Since the nbove was written we find in the
Charleston Mereury a letter of four columna from
Hon. R. Barnwell Rhett, addressed to Governor
Adams.  In that letter we finill the following para-
graph; in which the very same idea in expressod:

*The States, i theiv sovereign eapacity, adopted
the Constitution; and by their action alone can any
uew guarantics be inserted into it.  Oue or more
of the Southiern States can test our true condition,
Ly proposing to amend the Constitution by such
new securitics as our safely and liberties require.
If the Northern States acoept of themy, then the
Union will be.worth preserving. If they reject
them, lot the Union be dissolved.”

While we admit that a single State eould furnish
a true test in this matter, yet we would have, as
morc satisfactory, the whole machinery of our see-
tion brous!iinto play, as exerting greater mora!
power, and being more in harmony with the geuius
of our institutions. ’

We commend this matter 1o the journals and
people of the Bouth, though emansting fram the re-
mote District of Spartanburg. It will have the
metit of being regulic and orderly—and, uninfluen-
ecd by the stings of political defeat of present fears
of losing power in the conncils of the country, such
action will show the settled determination of the
Scuth to maintain her rights, and sit in security
under Ler owh vine and fig tree.

GRAND JURY PRESENTMENT,

Tho grand jury of Charleston, fall term, 1856,
‘make sundry imporient prescntments.  Among
them are the following, in which the whole State
bas muel interest, viz

The evils of having two days in which to hold the
usual elections—recommending one only.

The delay of important business by the iner g
number of frivolous cases now olaiming the stten-
tion of the courts; and recommend four terms in
Charleston, or an additional judge.

A revision of the criminal laws, and an abridge-
ment of the right to teaverse for misdemeanors,

The law's delay, elvil and erimingl, i€ vegarded
a great griovance, and calls fur prompt remedy. It
In further suggested, that every distriot is entitled
to the efficent administration of justice at the cost
of the State, but that no such provision at present
exists.

A rodification and arrangement of the statute
laws of the State is urged; as, from the waut of
these, lenrning aud expericnceare alike sct at defi-
ance, aud no security is afforded to the interests or
property of the citiren. In illustration of the ne-
cessity of thils codification, the jory allege (what
may be true for aught we know) that n Jarge bady
of laws are of force whose enactment by the Purlia-
ment of England embraces a period of time begin-
ning almost with the Norman Conquest, and reach-
ing down to 1709, and of whicli cven the judges on
the bench ave ignorant,

Contemplating the ficility with which eriminals
escape punishment under our present criminal LI
tem, in consequince of the penalty bei ng too severe,
the ercetion of a penitontiary ix pressed upin the
Legislature, and the confident opinion avowed, from
the experienee of other Siates, that the aystem
would work wuli.

We heartily concur in neacly all these recom-
mendations, but fear that what s o manifestly
needed futhe way of reform, and reoognised as
necessary by the common sentiment of the State,
will fall. upon unwilling ears in the Legislature.
But how can it be otherwisel . The sessions are &0
briel ns searcely 1o suffice for the transaction of the |
imperative routine brsiness absclutely demandid to
keep the whecls of the State Government in mo-
tion; and how, then, can we luok for the perfecting
